Singh was in command of a picket established to 
check Infiltration from across the cease-fire line, when he 
learnt that 30 aimed raiders were returning towards the 
cease-fire line with property looted from village Kangri, 6 miles 


from the" line. Despite the fog and darkness, Sub-Inspector 
Chanan set out with five constables to Intercept the raiders. 
Unfortunately owing to the fog, he noticed the raiders only 
when they were within a few yards of his position. Undctorred 
by heir overwhelming strength Sub-Inspector Chanan Singh 
fired at them with his pistol and injured two. The raiders 
returned the fire mortally wounding him. Unmindful of his 
grievous injuries and though bleeding profusely Sub-Inspector 
Chanan Singh continued the fight courageously, until the 
raiders fled abandoning all the looted property. Shri Chanan 
Singh succumbed lo his wound while being carried back to 
the picket. 

In this encounter Sub-Inspector Chanan Singh exhibited 
conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty or the highest 
order in the performance of which he laid down his life.

On the 24th September, 1964, information was received by 
Shii Ranvir Smgh, Company Commander, Special Armed 
Force at Gunguoli, about the presence of armed dacoits in 
village Jiyajigarh, Semarkhedi and Rawat-kja-pura. Shri 
Ranvir Singh immediately collected the available lorce, chalked 
out a plan to surround the villages at night so as to be in 
position to conduct a search at first light, Shri Ranvir Smgh 
himself took charge of the police party which was to go to 
village Jiyajigarh where the gang was most likely lo be. On 
reaching the village, Shri Ranvir Singh deployed his men to 
seal all (he escape routes. While reconnoitring the area, Shri 
Ranvir Singh heard subdued conversation emanating ironi 
one ot the huts in the village. Sensing the presence Of the 
dacoits Shri Ranvir Smgh took up a position very close to the 
entrance of the hut and ordered the dacoits to surrender; 
assuring them safe conduct and proper treatment if they dul 
so. At this the dacoits hurled abuse at the police and 
refused lo come out. 1 hough dawn was breaking, it was 
suU dark inside the hut and Company Commander Ranvir 
Smgh could not make out what was going on inside. How- 
cvcr, realising that there might also be some innocent persous 
inside the hut, he continued his etforts to pursuade the dacoits 
10 surrender. Suddenly the dacoits emerged from the hut 
firing as they made a bid to escape. Shri Ranvir Singh was 
hit in the stomaeh. Undeterred by this mortal wound, he 
stood up and shot the gunglcader Nirbhay Singh dead. 
Assuring his men that he was all right Shri Ranvir Singh 
kept up their morale and continuously gave them directions to 
prevent the dacoits from escaping, in the encounter that 
followed two more dacoits wore shot dead by the police 
parly. Soon after, Shri Ranvir Singh knowing that he was 
dying, called Head Constable Chain Singh and handed over 
charge of Hie force to him before he succumbed to his 
mjury. 

In this encounter, Shri Ranvir Singh exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry, leadership and devotion to duty of a very high order 
in the performance of which he laid down his life.

Statement of Services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On 10th April, 1964, at about 5.30 p.m. a combined gang 
consisting of most of the known gangs of Bhind and Morena 
and totalling about 95 strong raided village Pandola, Police 
Station Baroda, District Morena, The dacoits surrounded 


the village and sLarlcd looting. Shortly after the gang 
entered the village, a villager ran to the neighbouring village 
of Pandoli, situated at a distance of 1} miles, where five 
Constables from Baroda had come for the service of summons. 
Constables Bahoran Singh, Sant Singh, Sikandar Khan, 
Gambhir Singh and Bhagwan Singh immediately rushed to 
village Pandola to face the formidable combination of the 
gangs. They made two attempts to enter the village, first 
from the south and then from the west, hut each time were 
resisted by the heavy fire of the dacoits. Undaunted the 
police party advanced along a nullah and taking up a position 
near the rood, opened fire on the dacoits. On hearing fire 
Irom several directions, the leaders of the dacoits, who were 
in the act of chopping off legs of a woman in order to remove 
some heavy silver ornaments, thought that they had been 
surrounded by a large police party and immediately gave a 
signal to their followers to withdraw. While doing so, the 
dacoits took with them eleven persons including two girls 
aged 17 and 19 years, and a lot of property. Thereupon the 
police party made a detour and again attacked the dacoits. A 
pitched battle ensued in which the dacoits fired more than 
100 rounds and then started retreating. Unmindful of the 
risk, the small police party kept up the pursuit and with 
exemplary courage drove off the dacoit gang nearly twenty 
times their number and succeeded in recovering a large part 
of the booty and in rescuing eight persons, including the two 
girls. 

In this encoumer, Constables Bahoran Singh, Sant Singh, 
Sikandar Khan, Gambhir Singh and Bhagwan Singh, showed 
exemplary courage and devotion to duty of a high order in 
utter disregard of their own safety.
